"Itikie" 
has lieen indicted for house hreaking 
and granrl larceny in conniclion with 
tlie llieft of clothing from the Iiressel 
Tailor Shop in Market street and from 
a Bridge street resilience.

Such a plan, it was said, would not 
meet with any serious objection, as but 
one of the 26 delegates Is in open op- 
position to Governor Cox as a candi- 
date for the Presidency. 

The new National Committeeman, 
Johnson N. Camden, foriner Senator, 
today wa.s asked why the State Con- 
iention in its iiisi ruci ion.-; to Ilie dele- 
i:ates at large pad omilti il the custom- 
ary injunction to ilel.'i;ates to support 
the favored cainliilaie ■ so long as his 
name is hefure the com eiitioii. " Mr. 
Camden replied tliat in ins opinion the 
omission of ilie iiuallfying clause 
merely was an ovi'rsight on the jiart 
of tlie Uesoliitioiis Committee, and that 
caucus action at .San Francisco would 
remedy I he error. 

The liileiu of the committee being 
apjiarent, former Senator Camden 
said, all the ilelejaics al lar'.;i' from 
the state (eight of whom vviili half a 
vote eat III will vole for Coveriior t'ox 
consislt'iitly, with possihly one excep- 
tion and this would nu aii the loss of 
but half a vote.
